Soeretary af the Treasury Houston 
teld the American Bankers’ Association 
at thelr Washington meeting that there 
should be a repeal of the excess profits 
iax, with a dnitable substitute, The 
Neeretary voiced the opinion that the 
“mennee of uncertanties,'? should bo 
removed from the taxpayers. After ax- 
eusing tho present indiscriminate tax 
laws of the Federal Government because 
they were rapidly assembled to meot 
the emergencies of war, Mr. Houston 
arged the wiping ot of the irregulari- 
ties oxisting in the present credit and 
fnancial schemes of the Government. 
He advocated a prompt re-survey of all 
tax laws, This sentiment was heartily 
applauded by the bankers of the Nation 
who were assembled in great numbers, 
Seeratary Houston cited many instan- 
cma to prove that genuine progress is be- 
Ing made in the industrial and financial 
affaira of Europe, as well as in our own 
eauntry. He told the bankers that the 
foreign investments of Gront Britain 
amounted to $15,000,000,000, of which 
£3,000,000,000 is invested in securitios 
‘n the United States. Even ‘bleeding 
France’? has $8,000,000,000 invested 
abroad, and a small portion of this is in 
Russia, As Unele Sam’s big bunker, 
Secretary Honstin's statemonta’ show- 
‘ng how “the world is getting on her 
feet,’’ waa received ax good news by 
America's captains of finance.

ingddle steam resorve station over a 
heavy copper circuit at low voltage. 

The switching and distributing ap. 
paratus of the power lines is dw under 
convas and thé Cnushnoc.
